We may remember that, in a fever which 


| raged near twenty years ago, and proved very 


fatal; the phyſician uſually aſked at his firſt 
viſit, if the patient had been blooded; and if he 
was anſwered Yes, he would tell the relations 


there was little hope. 
No II, =D  . Bleeding 
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Bleeding indeed was fatal in theſe caſes; and 


I am afraid the medicines uſually given in the 
firſt attacks of all fevers, had proved not leſs 
fatal. The diſeaſe was of the putrid kind: the 
fame fever raged at the fame time in Germany: 
and while we died by bleeding, and by chemical 
medicines ; my lived by Butterburr. 


We are threatened with a heavier viſitation 
now; our crimes call it from Heaven ! the Al. 
mighty pardon. us and preſerve us from it! but 
if that greateſt of all calamities ſhould come, 


there are few things from which we may expect 


1o great relief, as from this herb. This 1s no 
new thought, or haſty obſervation. The Greeks 


uſed it with the greateſt ſucceſs ; ; and it were

Make a common poultice of bread and milk; 
and to half a pint baſin of this, add a quarter of 
a pound of Butterburr root, bruiſed, but not 
boiled; add alſo a little ſallad oil; and apply 
this carefully: keep it warm by many doubled 
cloths ; and renew it often. 


The patient will thus have all the chance of 
life, the nature of the caſe admits. 


Will you have more authority ? receive it : 
for confidence in truth is half a cure. Dioſco- 
rides, the Father of Botanic Medicine, recom- 
mends Butterburr plainly enough for this out- 
ward uſe: and we ſhould probably have read 
with him its praiſes alſo internally, if all ſtood 
right in the copies; but (to our irreparable in- 


jury) 
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jury) that confuſion of names, which I have la- 
boured ſo much here to get men to avoid ; took 
place even ſo early. This plant and Colocaſia, 
an herb as different, as difference there could be, 
excepting only in the form and outline of the 
leaf, were confounded in one name of Petaſites. 


Theophraſtus, the Parent of Botanic know- 
ledge ; called the Butterburr Petaſites, becauſe 
its leaf reſembled the round hat of the antient 
Theſſalians; which they called Petaſis; and in 
the time from him to Dioſcorides, the Ægyp- 
tian Colocaſian Water Lilly, having a round 
leaf alſo, obtained alſo the ſame name. 


As both plants grew in watery places, the 
conſuſion became more fixed : but ſtill, when 


ſudorific virtue is attributed to Colocaſia, I think 


that all the praiſe belongs to Butterburr. Galen 
has ſignified his opinion plainly, by placing it 
according to his method among ſimple medi- 
cines, warm in the third degree. 


The excellent Fuchſius is moſt expreſs; and

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records its virtues as wonderful * in Peſtilential 
fevers : and this he ſpeaks not from tradition; 


but his own experience. Shall we go on ?—But 
were it needful to prove the Sun gives light; tis 
ſcarce leſs certain, or leſs obvious, that this root, 
beyond all things elſe, cures Peſtilential Fevers.

Notwithſtanding that the Tanzy of our gar- 
dens, is originally the ſame plant with this ; 
they differ widely in their taſte and flavour; and 
in this we ſee the Swiſs opinion of the Saracens 
Conſound in ſome degree ſupported : tis cer- 
tain, they will not uſe that plant when it has 
grown in a garden. This Tanzy is a very plea- 
ſant herb, and worth our notice, with pre- 
ference, where it is to be had: but where it is 
not, the other may be taken in its place.

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It is an agreeable bitter; a carminative, and a 


deſtroyer of worms: and tis in this laſt capacity 


that it is principally to be regarded. 


No complaint is fo frequent and few bring 
on fo much miſchief : beſide the more common 
and obvious diſorders which they occaſion ; a 
waſting, even to death, and Putrid F evers ſome- 
times accompany, and indeed ariſe from them: 
and oftener than is thought, they are the cauſe 
of Epilectic Fits. The medicines given againſt 
them are for the moſt part ineffectual; and 


many of them miſchievous. Hellebore has 
brought on Convulſions; and every one knows 


the danger of Mercurials. 


Beſides the greater miſchiefs of theſe latter 
medicines, tis fit the world ſhould be reminded 
that half the defective teeth in our young peo- 
ple, are owing to Mercurials given when chil- 


dren. 


To ſuperſede theſe, Nature has afforded us 
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this herb in plenty: and T ragus, Hoffman, 1 Et- 
muller, and Andry; names, one of which were 
ſufficient in this caſe, join in the account of its 
thus deſtroying worms. But that is not all; they 
agree in its innocence and ſafety; and in this far- 
ther praiſe ; that by ſtrengthening the ſtomach, 
and preventing the production of ſlimy humours 
in the bowels which gives theſe creatures har- 
bour and ſupport, it hinders alſo their return, 


The Flowers are the part to be uſed, and they 
ſhould be given in powder ; but there requires 
care in the collecting them to obtain all their 
virtue. Clip off a quantity of Tanzy flowers 
cloſe to the ſtalk, before they are over blown: 
do this in the middle of a dry day; and ſpread 
them on the bottom of a hair ſieve turned upſide 
down; ſhake them often about, and let the wind 
blow thro' them; but keep them from the ſun. 


When they are perfectly dry let them be pow- 


dered; and of this powder give ſix, eight, ten, 


or twelve grains at night; and * early in

Such taſte and flavour cannot but beſpeak ſome 
medicinal qualities; nor do the accounts which 
authors have given of its virtues, contradict them: 
but they ſhould be more aſcertained. The old 
Tragus, (commonly very faithful) recommends it 
to promote the menſes: and indeed an innocent 
medicine of that kind is ſo deſirable; and the 
obvious qualities of this plant are ſo promiſing, 
that I ſhould recommend a very weak tea of it

The caution is needful ; for Cordus, a Care-

power of miſchief: and we ſhould wiſh to have 


many different things to 185 80 their bo: 


Dioſcorides gives great praiſe to Baceharis ; 
Os RY to it warm and attenuating qualities. 
It would be worth a very careful attention if it 
were poſſible we could by any means be ſure 
this was the Baccharis he meant: but unhappily 


there is here that great confuſion before lament- 


ed about the names of ſome of the plants, of 
which he had experience. 


We have been falling into the ſame miſchief 
: now; 
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| ſtopping the progreſs of a cuſtom, which muſt 
e- in time deſtroy every attempt to help mankind, 


as by the moſt innocent medicines. The greateſt 
ſorrow is that the moſt reſpected names have 


given too much countenance to this practice, 
e; Linnæus, worthy of all praiſe, yet not without
